
HYPNOTIZED BY
A FAITH CUBIST.

Aged and Decrepit Counter¬
feiter's Will Dominated
Over a Young Woman,

Remarkable Developments in
Their Trial for Making

Bogus Money.
Mrs. Knapp Refused to Permit Him to

Incur Risks by Passing the Coins,
and Did It Herself.

HIS MERE TOUCH CURED HER AILMENTS.

Apoarently Still Infatuated with the Man and
Sits as Closeiy as Possible to Him

:n Court.Damaging
Evidence.

Trenton. N. J.. Dec. 23..The interest in
the trial of the alleged counterfeiters,
George Sands and Mary Knapp, has in¬
creased. and the United States Court was

crowded with spectators this morning,
among them being a number of women,
who sought to get a look at the woman

apparently deeply in love with the ageil
and decrepit defendant. The most re¬

markable feature of the case is the abso¬
lute control that the male prisoner appears
to have over his female accomplice. If It
is not hypnotism it is something nm-iagons
and has quite the same effect. Here is a

comely woman of education and apparent
refinement. completely infatuated and
"wholly In the power of an old and decrepit
man. with an exceedingly repulsive coun¬

tenance.
A long, thin, gray mustache and high

'¦hcekbones, over sunken cheeks, are. to¬

gether with small and reddened eyes, the
.ucst conspicuous characteristic of his
.vholly uninteresting face. Yet, whenever

possible, these two totally dissimilar per¬
sons got as closely together as possible,
and most of the time during the argument
of counsel the woman sat with her elbow
resting on the back of Sands's chair, he*
hand supporting -her head, which was al¬

ways close to his.
Owen Owens, official stenographer of the

Secret Service Bureau, read his volumin¬
ous transcription of the conversation held
between Special Agent Bagg and the wom¬

an in the HOboken Police Station and in

the presence of her husband, Alfred O.
Knapp,' the Boston merchant. This con¬

versation constitutes the alleged confession
of Mary Knapp and describes her firs/t
meeting with Sands, then known as

Clark, in Buffalo, where he was praet^lng
as a faith curist. It asserts the inwledlats
and wonderful benefit his mere to^Pjj pvo-
duced upon her. She tells of thi ;ir jroing to
Chicago together, where they^')0(.j;»ue. very
poor. In their dire need dark pro¬
posed that they .niak«V''some counterfeit
silver dollars and clr^j|ate them. To this
she assented as would to any other
proposition he* made. She describes tiie

process they followed in making the false
coins," and says that the Doctor, whom she
then knew to be George Sands, his brother,
\\ llllam Sands. and she. all worked to¬

gether. They made over 1,000 01 those
dollars, which she plated and polished.
One interesting fact contained in this al-I

leged confession is her description of ner

meeting with Mollie Harris, the legal wife
of Dr. Clark, or Sands. On that occasion
she said to Mrs. Knapp: "I left Dr. Clark
because he Is too old for me. and I don t
love hint any more,"
Secret SerTlee Agent Frauk Bsquirrell

described his shndowihg Dr. Clark in New
Volk ity from the fltll to the 11th of July
last, and his arrest near his homy at No. Hi
Irving place. The detective described an
alleged confession made to him aud Agent
llagg by Sands, which corresponded lit
ever-r essential feature with the one said
to have been made by Mrs. Knapp. He
said that Sands said that he had offered
to go out into the streets and pass some
<{ the monev himself, but that the woman
would not hear of his exposing himself In
that wav, and so he allowed the infat¬
uated woman to go out into the streets
and incur all the risks of Requiring the
money with which she filled hts packets.
This seemed to confirm the theory held by
some of the Government detectives that
the woman was, and still is, completely
dominated by the will power of Sands.
Jamet- C. Mear, of Troy, said he had re-

i eeived counterfeit silver dollars front a

woman who looked like the prisoner, but
lie would not swear positively to her Iden-
tity even when she reluctantly removed
her veil and threw off the big feather boa
which she has constantly used as an addi¬
tional shield against snapshot artists, of
whom she seems to have the most earnest
dread. Mrs. Kmtna.B. Williams, who kept
the boarding hquse In Chicago where the
counterfeits are said to have been made, de¬
scribed ihe strtps of tin and quantities of
quicksilver and pieces' of plaster of paris
moulds that littered the anartments the
two persons occupied. Evidence was given
by Detectives Carrlgan and Police Captain
Klem tiling, of the Second Precinct of
Hobokert. concerning the arrest of Mary
Knapp. Mrs. Marcus, the matron, testified
that she found a quarter of a pound of tea.
half a pound of coffee, some postage stumps
and the like upon the prisoner, who had
purchaser! the mime with counterfeit dol-
.ars, receiving good money In change with
each purchase. After some furtlier aud un¬
important evidence, District-Attorney Rice
tested the case on the part of the Govern¬
ment. Senator Daly began his argument
for the defence, but the court adjourned
In the midst of it until to-morrow.

SUPT, BAXTER NOT OFr ENDED.

Says He Sees No Harm in Permitting Col¬
lection of Funds for Cubans in Schools

Plainfleld, N. J., Dec. 23.-Cliarles J.
Baxter. State Superintendent of the Public
Schools, was seen at his home in this city
t night, and asked whether he approved
of the action of Superintendent Snyder, of
the Jersey City schools. In refusing to
permit the scholars to contribute small
sems to the Cuban fund, being raised byMrs. W. AY. Dashlell, of Arlington. He
stated that he had never given Mrs. Dash-
leil explicit authority to collect money for
Iter fund from among the scholars of the
public school. When she asked permission
of him a few days ago to do this he cold
lier that such permission would depend en¬
tirely 'ipon the view the local boards o(
education and superintendent took of the
proposition. His authority in such a mat¬
ter extended only to the giving of bis
word that lie did not object to it. If per¬
mitted by the locffl authorities.
Mr. Baxter said he was deeply in spm-

pnthy with the cause of the Cubans, and

fiersonally he could see no particular harm
n the modest collections of the pupils in
the public schools, still If the Jersey CityBoard of Education did not approve of the
plan there was nothing further to be done
In the matter.

The
change of night and day clerks accounts
for the fact that Hudson had been allowed
to sit ill the chair so long. Death was due
to natural causes.

SHE WORE A FALSE SKIRT.

Respectable Woman Arrested for Shoplifting
Dazed in Court.The ikirt Burned.

Newark, X. J., Dec. 23..Miss Llfczie
Fredericks, a member of a respectable
Rosevllle family, was before Judge Mott
to-day, charged with shoplifting. The
prisoner lives with her sister at No. 297
Seventh street. She was arrested while
stealing small articles from a Broad street
store last night.
The Woman's sister, brother-in-law and

niece were in court. Their humiliation
at the plight of their relative was plainly
visible, while she appeared to be dazed.
The Judge suspended sentence, stating as

he did so. that he extended clemency on

account of her apparent weak-mindedness.
There whs one point, however, that he
said looked suspicious, and that was the
fact that she wore a false skirt.
At this her sister and niece spoke up and

said that it was simply an extra skirt that
Miss Fredericks had on to keep her warm.
The woman was then told to go, and as
she picked up the skirt which lay on the
Judge's desk her sister forbade her to take
It, and her brother-in-law requested the
police to burn it. The party then left the
< oiirt. tears streaming down the faces of
the two women, who had asked for mercy.

HIDDEN PITS OF DEATH.

Deserted Mine Shafts in Morris County's
Wilds Menace Life and Limb.

Morristown. N. J., Dec. 23..Hunters who
have sought game in the wilds of Morris
County during the present season tell of
many miraculous escapes they have had
from plunging down into deserted mine
shafts and pits abandoned by discouraged
prospectors.
Some sections of the county are honey¬

combed with these mantraps. In some the
original owners placed a sort of barrier
about the mouths of the big holes, hut that
was so long ago that most of them have
fallen in and afford no safeguard now.
A number of these pits are several hun¬

dred feet in depth, but most of them range
from a few to fifty feet deep. They are a
standing menace to life and limb of the
unwary hunter or wanderer through the
woods. In the vicinity of Chester and
Hlbernia these dangerous holes exist In
numbers, and there is a movement to have
them covered over and made safe.

MORE ROOM FOR PUPILS.

Several Annexes to Newark Schools to Be
Built".

Newark, Dec. 23..In order to accommo¬
date the rapidly increasing number of
school children in this city, the Board of
Education has accepted plans for several
annexes to a number of sclioolhouses. They
are for fight more class rooms to be added
to the Ann street school, twelve-room addi¬
tion to the North Seventh street school,
and four rooms to the Summer avenue
school.
The committee has decided also to allow

the successful architect for the proposed
new high school to revise his plans so as
to reduce the cost so that it will not ex¬
ceed the $200,i)00. appropriated.

CONE TO JOIN THE CUBANS?

Two Young Men in Hammonton Disappea
Presumably with the Junta's Agent

Hammonton. N. ,T., Dec. 23..John Adams
and Charles Helm, two popular young men
of this city, have disappeared. Their
friends and relatives had. until this morn¬

ing, been at a loss to determine the cause,
but information readied them to-day to
the effect that the two hqve started" for
Cuba to join the insurgents.
Two days ago an unknown elderly gentle¬

man was seen consulting Adams and Helm,
and it is thought fhat this man, who was
an agent of the Junta, influenced the young
men to leave their homes and enlist with
the patriots.

ELI AS S. WARD PASSES AWAY.

Was a Candidate for Governor in the Con¬
vention Which Nominated Gov, Griggs.

NewArk, Dec. 23..Ellas S. Ward, presi¬
dent of the Newark & South Orange Bail-
way Company, who was a prominent can¬

didate for Governor in the convention that
nominated John \V. Griggs, died at his
home, No. 12 South Ninth street, this even¬
ing, from diabetes.
The disease developed recently while Mr.

AVard was in Europe, where he had gone
hurriedly to look after his son, who was
stricken with typhoid fever. He was
fifty-four years old and a native of Morris
County. A widow, two sons and a daughter
survive him.

TO REPEAL A BAD LAW.
Under It Mrs. Houlihan, a Sane Woman,

Just Escaped Going to an ^sylum,
and a Change Is Sought.

Newark, Dec. 28..The narrow escape of
Mrs. Mary Houlihan from being committed
to an Insane asylum a few (lays ago,
when. In the opinion of many, she is much
saner than some of those who would like
to see her in an Institution, may lead to
the upset of the act passed by the last
Legislature In regard to the commitment
of insane persons. By this act many of
the legal steps necessary under the old
law to commit insane persons were re¬
moved, and opened the way to much injus-
tice by designing persons.
"Under the old law. to have au indigentInsane person seut to an asylum It was

necessary to make application to a Justice
of the Peace, or Police Justice, whose duty
it then became to determine if the person
complained of was of unsound mind. If it
was found that the person was demented a
temporary commitment for not over ten
days was made out. and then the case was
taken to the Court of Common Pleas,
where the suspected person could have a
trial by jury before a permanent commit¬
ment "OulU be made out.
As this act was believed to be cumber¬

some. an amendment to it was passedwhich gave Criminal Court and Common
Pleas Judges the power to call in two
physicians to pass on the sanity of the
person complained of. The court was au¬
thorized to examine Mich witnesses. If the
preponderance of evidence showed that the
person was insane, then the judge made
out the commitment, which was Signed
by two physicians, and the case ended
there. s-The temporary commitment and
the trial by jury were abolished.

In the case of Mrs. Houlihan the Court
discovered that the woman was not in¬
sane and that there was a conspiracy to
railroad her to the asylum because she
was a stumbling block to some property
Interests certain persons sought to securr
In which she was interested. It is to pre¬
vent a repetition of such cases as this that
an effort will be made to have the law
repealed.
BETRAYED BY HIS TRACKS.

Footprints of a Burglar in the Snow Followed
and the Robber Caught in Hiding.

Hackensack, N. J., Dec, 23..Joseph
Pnschek, janitor of School No. 1, and sev¬
eral others captured a burglar, after track¬
ing him in the snow, at 10 o'clock last
night. The janitor went to the school
about 9 p. m. to attend to the furnace.
He found a cellar window open, and sus¬

pecting a robbery w ent back to his house
to notify his son and two neighbors. Armed
with revolvers, the men searched the
selioolhouse, but failed to find the supposed
burglar.
Upon going outside the men discovered

fresh tracks in the newly fallen snow lend¬ing to a high fence. The tracks were fol¬
lowed. They ran to a fence and con¬
tinued on the other side. The men went
on, and guided by the tracks were at
last rewarded by finding a man crouching
in the brush near the Hackensack River.
He made no resistance, and said he was
John Ryan, but refused to talk further.
He was committed to jail.
On a table in the school room were found

forty books from which the covers had
been torn. Near them was a clock that
had been taken from the wall, the two
school flags, a shawl and several librarybooks, packed and ready to carry away.A burglar's "jimmy" was found in the
boilet room, near an empty satchel. It Is
believed that (he captured burglar escaped
through a window while the men were
searching the rooms upstairs. Ryan U
about forty years old.

cabin of his boat in an intoxicated condi¬
tion last night, and. sitting down by the
stove, soon fell asleep. The hot stove con¬
sumed his shoes and. burning Into the flesh,
aroused him from his drunken stupor. His
feet were so badly burned that they may
have to be amputated.

Big Ram Destroyeil by Fire.
Paterson, N. J., Dec. 23..Fire last eve¬

ning destroyed the bis barn on the farm
of brewer James A. Graham, of this city,
at Pompton Plains. The tire started in the
upper portion of the building, and this gave
Mr. Graham and his men a chance to
rescue fifty head of stock, horses and cattle.
The loss is about $8,000; Insurance, $5,000.

K HE FOUND
LONG LOST FATHER?

Remarkable and Romantic
Story of the War Told

by a Denver Man,

Wife Deceived Into Believing
Her Husband Had Been

Killed in Battle.

Married Again, and Now Her Son
Comes to Claim His Relation¬

ship to Colonel Johnson.

LATTER SAYS THE STORY IS FALSE

Pitiful Letter Written to Colonel Johnson by
the Alleged Son, Asking an Answer.

Former a Prominent Citizen
of Vineland.

Vinelaud, X, J., Dec. 23..A remarkable
and romantic story of the war, told by a

stranger from the West, who claims to
lie a son of Colonel Edmund Johnson, a

wealthy man and ex-Consul, and a gentle¬
man of high social position In Vineland,
has created great interest here. Yester
day a well-dressed man, giving his name
as. George Edward Johnson, of Denver,
Col., applied to the police of Washington
for transportation to Vineland. saying
that hp was on his way to see a Captain
Edward Johnson, a wealthy citizen of
Vineland, whom he claimed Is his father.
Caytain Johnson, according to ills story,
was a New Yorker, of wealth and social
standing, who married a poor woman, re¬

spectable, but inferior to him in social
standing, before going to the war. His
family pursuaded the woman to believe
that he was killed in battle and she went
West, remarried about 1870, and died
about ten years ago.
George Johnson exhibited what he said

was ft certificate of marriage between his
mother and Johnson and also a baptismal
certificate. He claimed to have been look¬
ing for his father for years, and that he
had just located him.
This morning Colonel Johnson received

the following letter from Washington:
Dear Sir: 1 write you this in pity and love.

You will remember your wife, Anna. who left
Sew York City for California In December,
1861, with her little Carrie. 1 found out last
March that you were not killed In the late
war. 1 have spared no time or expense to liud
you, always believing you were alive. Mother
died ten years ago. I ame here a heartbroken
man, almost to the brink of the gruve with
grief. 1 have maintained the closest secrecy in
this matter, bearing this heavy cross like a man
and trusting in God's love. 1 have had quite
a talk with .Incite Calvin E. l'ratt. Colonel of
the Thirty-first \ nlunteers, and he was very
kliiil to me. Address me George E. Johnson, No.
731 Tlewfth street. N. W. Washington, I). C.
Colonel Johnson and family claim the

story told by the writer of the letter is
false and will place the epistle in the hands
of a Washington lawyer. If the Western
stranger contests the case, a sensational
lawsuit will doubtless follow. The John¬
sons are well known in Washington and
New York.
Mrs. Johnson, nee Delia Leclercq, daugh-

te rof Colonel John Leclercq, of Montreal,
exhibited to-day a certificate of her inar-
r'age with Colonel Johnson, at Christ
Church. New York, December 10, 1861.
Mrs. Johnson's sUter. Princess Agnes, an
authoress, married Prince Felix Salm, of
Amholt, Westphalia. Germany, who, as

brigadier-general, was subsequently killed
In the Franco-Prussian war.
Colonel Johnson was for twenty years

in the consular service of the United
States.

THEIR RAPID PACE ENDS.

Two Plainfield Boys Who Stole Nearly $1,000
and Lived in Style Upon It Sent

to the Reform School.

Elizabeth^ N. J.. Dec. 23..Charles Wil¬
son and Louis Mililgan. the two boys who
stole nearly $1,000 from Mrs. Cortvvright,
of Plainfield. and spent it lavishly at the
race tracks and expensive hotels In Wash-

i ington, were sent to the State Reform
School, by Judge McCormick, to-day. The
money was taken from a mattress in Mrs.
Cortwrights house, thej( having learned
that it was secreted there.
The boys, after stealing the money, first

went to Philadelphia. From there they
went to Washington and engaging the
finest suite of rooms In the Ebbitt House,
commenced to enjoy life. They\bet heav-
ily at the races, and Mililgan made con
siderable money at it. When arrested
Mllligan said his only regret was at being
taken from so lucrative a business, and
asked the detectives to permit him to
stay just a few days more and he would
make money enough to pay back all they
had taken and become a young millionaire.
When arraigned/ for sentence this morn¬

ing the boys still wore the fine clothing
tliev had bought in Washington. Uoth
pleaded uon vult to the charge of burglary,
but their youth and the pleas made for
Ihem bv their parents and refutable citi¬
zens of* Plainfield. caused the lenient sen¬
tence imposed. Neither seemed to take
the affair much to heart.

200 TAXPAYERS PROTEST.
Orange Citizens Meet and Deciare Tha

Selfish Interests Seek to Endanger
Their Property.

Orange, X. J.. I>pc. All Indignation
meeting of property owners was lieM in
the Common Council (illamber lost night
to protest against alleged unfair assess¬
ments for sewers. Colonel Edward Snyder,
a large property owner, presided. About
two hundred people, mostly small home
owners, were present.

Colonel Snyder, in explaining the pur¬
pose of the meeting, said, that it was to
protest against the assessments for sew< is
as proposed In tile report of the Assess¬
ment Committee, lie said that if the assess
menty were not'paid in sixty days, the
property assessed would be sold, under the
law of 1890. lie declared that, owing to
the hard times, the people could not paythe assessments. He believed the assess¬
ments unjust, and urged as remedy that
the city be bonded for the outlay.
Other taxpayers spoke in a simiftir strain.

A committee of live from each ward was
appointed to interview the taxpayers and
to protest at the next meeting \>f the
Common Council.
Those opposed to the views above given

say that the attempt to bond the city to
pay for the improvement is being pro¬
moted by those taxpayers who own unim¬
proved property, and who seeks to es¬

cape the payment tor .the improvement in
the manner suggested. Colonel Snyder
declares, however, that the assessment
law is unfair and that the sewer tax
scheme Is advocated by selfish interests.
The Tax Collector, he says, is in favor of it,
because he receives .^l for each notice sent
out, likewise the City Clerk.

Petitions for signatures against the
scheme will be distributed, and these will
be laid before the Council meeting Jan¬
uary 7.
